Seekers     insist  that  the  original  family  had  a  uorman  estgte 
held  by  grant  of  V/illiam  the  Conqueror;  and  those  still  mofce  imagin- 
ative    trace  the  feJ^il^r  sp©lling  to  iioye     and  to  Noe,  ana  so  back  to 
Noah  and  the  Ark«  All  moonsliine  2 
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In  this  article  I  thought  to  take  up  briefly  the  branch  of 
the  No;ves  geneology  from  Col.   'Ihoinas  12),   son  of  the  Kev,   Jaii  es  V.ojes , 
of  Kev/bury.     He  had  two  wiv^s:  ^artha  Pierce,  and  2nd  Elisabeth  Green- 
leaf,  from  v/hora  the  Andover  lines  descend.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Capt, 
Stephen  Greenleaf  an<^  Miss  Elisabeth  Coffin,  and  a  grand -daughter  of 
^apt.  Edmond   (1)  and     Sarah  Dole  of  the  old  Kents  Island  family. (not 
proved  yet. ) 

Among  her  chil0.ren  v/as  Joseph  (3)  IToyes  of  rJewbury  who  married 
Hannah  Wadleigh,  a  daughter,  so  far  as  v;e  have  learned,  of  Jonathan 
Wadleigh,  and  doubtless  an  Exeter  ginl,  name  unknown. 

Jonathan  (4)  Noyes  of  Newbury,  last  of  the  ancestry  there,  in  our 
branch,  was  a  very  fine  soldier,  he  was  Capt.  of  his  Co.,  and  had  six 
sons  with  him  in  the  War  of  the  ^^evolution. 

Aaron  (5),   the  baby,     at  17,  went  as  drummer  bo^,   and  v/as  at 
Bunker  H4.II,  and  served  three  rriore  years,  although  not  credited  so  on 
the  Army  Rolls,  Wadleigh  (5)  another  son,  was  wounded  and  died;  Joseph, 
^5)  a  Lieut,   ended  his  days,  a  v;idovi/er,   in  the  home  of  his  brother 
in  Andover. 

"  Life''   ,  as  thev  called  the  other,    {  Eliphalet),  Dudley  and 

Jonathan,     all  served  nobly. 

The    history  of  these  does  not  belong  to  Andover,  and  is  well 

told  in  the  Koyes  Book, 

Jonathan  (4)  Noyes  married  Lydia  Bancroft,  daughter  of  Thomas 

Bancroft  and  Lydia  Emery  ,   of  Reading,  in  1742,  They  were  contemporary 

with  '.Villiam  rlorse  and  Phebe  Bodwell,  tv/o  more  descendants  of  bellig- 

erants.   To  these  two  lines:  -'orse  and  Noyes,     came  a  host  of  Colonial 

honors, (   So,   if  any  descendant  craves  the  joys  of  "bragging"  and  the 

expense  of  proving,  and  can  wait  at  the  tail  of  a  long  cue  of  applicants 
to  that  overloaded  compahy  of  Colonial  i^ames,  here  is  her  chance.)

The  WYES  FAMILY 
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Lydia  named  Aaron,  the  little  drummer  boy  of  '75,  after  her  cousin 
in  the  Bancroft  line,   as  it  was  not    a  Koyes  name,     Aaron  came  here 
and  settled  in  '.Vest  Andover,  from  iv'ev/bury,   about  1781,  He  had  married, 
in  1779,   Phebe  Morse,  whose  folks    had  gotten  as  far  as  uiethuen  by  that 
time*  Wm,  her  father,     came  back  to  V/est  Andover,  and  died  at  the  home 
of  his  daughter  and  Aaron,  and  is  buried  in  the  lloyes  lot  in  '.Vest  Parish 
Yard,  but  is  not  v>^ell  recorded.     His  v/idov;  lived  to  be  93,  dying  at  her 
son's  home  in  1825. 

Aaron  !Joy®s,  by  all  accounts,  was  a  loveable  man.  My  aunt  Foster, 
one  of  his  younger  grand-children,  was  a  favorite.   The  old  Colonial 
■t%nsion,  in  his  day  on  the  River  Road,     v/as  sold  to  urowley,  and  burned 
later.     After  Aunt  Foster's  mother  died  ,  she  v/ent  to  live  at  grandpa 
Noyes '       and  the  house  seemed  to  her,  large  and  v/ell  furnished, 

Aaron  used  to  ciross  over     to  ^^ethuen  in  a  boat  at  the  Glen  Falls 
point     to  do  his  shopping  and  she  v/ould  sit  at  Noyes'  Rocks,  nov;  covered 
by  the  overflow  from  the  «am  belov^-  to  wait  his  return, 

in  1830,  when  the  United  States  gave  money  to  all  our  tov/ns, 
Aaron,  then  a  little  old  man,  .attended  the  three  days*  Town  Meeting, 
and  raised  aloft  on  the  shoulders  of  his  loyal  friends,  pleaded  that 
the  ■'■?3.00  apiece  alottea  to  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  Andover,  be 
applied  to  the  erection  of  a  nev/    Town  Farm  to  accomodate  the  feeble  sur- 
vivors of  the  VJar  of  the  Revolution  and  of  1812, 

The  Alms  House  v/as  built  later  of  Frye  Village  brick,  and  our  gift 
from.  Uncle  Sam  still  stands,  Sgiem  built  a  workhouse  for  convicts  with 
her  allotment  but  ourj is  the  Only    Old  Folks'  Home,  so  given, 

Aaron    and  his  wife  Phelije  left  a  goodly    legacy  to  Andover, 
Aaron  (6)  ^oyes,  v/ho    married  Dolly  Jordan,  moved  to  Yonkers,N,Y, 
He  died  in  KBwark,  N.Jo  We  had  visits,  at  long  intervals,  from  his  line 
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Lydia  (6)  Noyes  married  Samiiel  Osgood  and  v/as  mother  of  the 
first  Mrs,  Thomas  Clark,     and  grandmother  of  Jesse, 

Frederick  {&)  ^'oyes  lived  in  '.Vest  Andover,  v/hece  he  died  in 
1874,  at  the  ^ge  of  80. He  married  Hannah  varnum  of  the  Dracut  line  from 
George  (1).  His  daughter  Mary  (V),  married  Bimsley  Stevens     and  lived 
near  Frye  Village,  The  Fieldings  and  Love joys  took  the  girls  of  his 
line. 

Hannah  \^arnum  (7)  married  Moody  Abbott  and  lived  on  the  i^ard  place 
up  the  road  to  the  church.  Fanny  (7)  married  V/illiam  Chickerlng  and  had 
one  son  '^eorge,  who  survived.  Sarah  R.    (7),  married  a  minister,  the  Hev. 
Joseph  Burbank,  of  Plattsburgh,  N.Y.,  an  Andover  Seminary  student.  Caroline 
(7  )    had  two  husbands  and  lived  out  west  somewehere  in  Indiana,  Emily  (7 ) 
married  Caniel  Shannon  and  the  whole  family  succombed  to  tuberculosis, 
Ellen  (7),     born  in  1827,  married  a  Rhode  Island  farmer  named  Bur- 
dette.  Fred,   called  Jr.,     v;as  s.  son  who  had  an  eccentric  streak  from  some 
old  line.  He  was  born  in  1B29,  and  married,   in  1882,  a  widow,  Isabella 
Bailey.  He  died,  almost  a  hermit,   in  1898,  and  she  married  a  Chelmsford 
man , 

Charles  D.  Uoyes  was  one  of  the  most  enterprising  of  the  sons  of 

Frederick  (6). Though  not  ^strong    appearing  man,  he  had  good  health,  and 
rfiQst  of 

throughout/his  life  conducted  a  drug  store  in  Charlestown,  He  married 
Harriet  E,  7/illiams  of  that  city.  He  finally  returned  to  Andover,  a  nd 
died  here.  His  surviving  son,  iienry,   is  one  of  oirt  most  respected  residents 
today,
